branch of the Ked Cross In Fresno, ex- 
U'lUlliiK uver several weclts, resulted In 
Its organization' last Tuesday. A roll 
was signed and officers elected, and an 
executive committee appointed to se- 


funds and supplies for the Fresno 
m-«, already called out, and others, 


ff called. The work of cc.Iccting ma- 
tnrlpl n-nd funds was delegated to that 
committee to commence next morning. 
Mrs. Kohler had been Invited to attend, 


ut was not present. 
Next morning the committee under- 


took Its work ,nnd after'applying to 
justness houses and finding that Mrs. 
Kohler had been there ahead of them 
collecting for the Red Cross Society, 
they ceased work. Not. being able to 
find her they called a special commit- 
tee meeting and Invited her to be pres- 
ent, nnd she came. Mrs. Kohler stated 
that she had made the collection in tho 
name of the Red Cross Society without 
consulting any one, or, ns she snld. "be- 
cause she felt like she wanted to . do 
something." She stated that she had 
promised patronage to certain (Irms in 
purchases to be made. She also Insist- 
ed to members of the committee that 
she should be made treasurer oC the 
society on account of this collection, 
nnd was informed that It was Impos- 
sible as the society had a treasurer al- 
ready.

Since I have been connect- 
ed with the Volunteers of America I 
endeavored to do what was right, and I 
am sure the officers In charge and oth- 
ers will bear me out in this statement. 


Now In regard to the present dlfll- 
ulty. I admit I accepted an invitation 
or a drive with one whom I thought 
vas my friend, but, alas! I found out 
my mistake. I was advised not to have 
inything to do with the Volunteers, 
md through influence 1 failed to re- 
urn to them .which I should have done. 
But When I did return I om glad to 
say I was warmly received by them, 
nnd by God's grace 1 intend to' stand 
firm and to lead a good, true Chris 
tlan life, and I pray God will have mer 
•v on my false accusers.
